CAP-  VII. 

An  all  for  amending  the  laws  relating  to  the  fettlment,  em- 
ployment and  relief  of  the  poor. 

WHEREAS  by  an  aft  of  parliament,  made  and  paffed  in  the 
third  and  fourth  years  of  the  reign  of  their  late  majeftiet 
c  ii.  1.  ii.  jg-^  William  and  &ueen  Mary,  it  was  provided,  That  in  every 
parijb  a  book  or  books  j&ould  be  kept,  wherein  the  namei  of  all  perfons, 
who  did  or  might  receive  collodions  Jhould  be  regifered,  with  the  time 
when  they  were  firft  admitted  to  fuch  relief,  and  the  occafton  which 
brought  them  under  that  neceffity,  and  that  no  fuch  perfon  Jhould  be 
allowed  to  have  or  receive  colteeJionat  the  charge  of  the  parijb,  but  by 
authority,  or  under  the  hand  of  one  juftice  of  peace  refeding  in  fucb  - 
parijb,  or  if  none  there  dwelling,  in  the  parts  near  or  next  adjoining, 
or  by  order  of  the  jujlices  at  their  quarter-feffions,  except  in  cafe  of 
peftHential  dtfeafes,  plague  or  fmalUpox :  and  whereas  under  colour 
of  the  provifo  in  the  faid  ati,  many  per  Jons  have  applied  to  fome  ju-  i 
jlices  of  peace,  without  the  knowledge  of  any  officers  of  the  parijb, 
and  thereby,  upon  untrue  fuggeflions,  and  fometimes  uponfalfe  or  fri- 
volous pretences,  have  obtained  relief,  which  hath  greatly  contributed  to 
the  encreafe  oftbeparijb-rates:  for  remedy  whereof,  be  it  enabled  by 
the  King's  mod  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal  and  commons,  in 
this  prefent  parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the

relieved  till  ft*aH  *>e  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  (even  hundred  and 
oath  made  of  twenty  three,  no  juftice  of  peace  (hall  order  relief  to  any  poor 
a  reafonable  perfon  dwelling  in  any  parith,  until  oath  be  made  before  fuch 
ca«fc»  juftice  of  fome  matter  which  he  (hall  judge  to  be  a  reafonable 

caufe  or  ground  for  having  fuch  relief,  and  that  the  fame  perfon 
had  by  himfelf,  herfelf  or  fome  other,  applied  for  relief  to  the 
parifluoneraof  the  pari(h,  at  fopaeyeftry  or  other  publick  meet- 
ing 
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ing  of  the  faid  parifhioners,  or  to  two  of  the  overfeers  of  the 
poor  of  fuch  parilh,  and  was  by  them  refufed  to  be  relieved, 
and  until  fuch  juftice  hath  fummoned  two  of  the  overfeers  of

who  is  not  regiftred  in  fuch  book  or  books  to  be  kept  by  the  faid 
parifli,  as  a  perfon  entitled  to  receive  collection,  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting the  fum  of  five  pounds,  to  be  levied  by  diftrefs  and  fale, 
by  warrant  of  any  two  or  more  juftices  of  the  peace  of  the  fame 
county,  who  (hall  have  examined  into  and  found  him  guilty  of 
fuch  offence;  which  faid  fum  (hall  be  applied  to  and  for  the  ufe 
of  the  poor  of  the  faid  parilh,  by  direction  of  the  faid  juftice  or 
juftices  of  the  peace.

provided,  that  no  allowance  Jhall  be  demanded  or  made  for  fuch  of 
the  faid  manufactures  mixed  with  filk,  when  they  are  only  mixed  at 
the  edges  or  ends  of  the  piece,  which  is  found  by  experience,  notfuf- 
fuietit  to  prevent  frauds  and  abufes  in  making  thofe  manufaftures,  by 
mixing  filk,  not  with  any  deftgn  to  advantage  the  file  of  the  goods, 
but  with  (in  intention  to  obtain  the  bounty  or  allowance  on  the  expor- 
tation, contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  faid  aft  :  to 
remedy  which  abufes,  be  it  enaded  by  the  authority  aforefaid, 
That  the  faid  act,  or  any  thing  therein  contained,  (nail  not  ex- 
tend or  be  conftrued  to  extend  to  the  making  any  allowance  on 
the  exportation  of  any  the  manufactures  aforefaid,  mixt  with 
filk,  except  fuch,  wherein  at  lead  two  third  parts  of  the  ends  or 
threads  of  the  warp  (by  which  is  meant  the  length  of  the  piece) 
be  either  all  filk,  or  elle  mixed  or  twifted  with  filk  in  the  warp  ;

An  aft  for  the  better  qualifying  the  manufafturers  of  fluffs 
and  yam  in  the  city  0/ Norwich,  and  liberties  thereof,  to 
bear  offices  of  magiftracy  in  the  faid  city,  and  for  regulat- 
ing ekftions  of  fuch  officers. 

WHEREAS  anciently  the  chief  manufaftures  in  the  city  of 
Norwich  and  county  of  the  fame,  were  ruffels,  fattens,  fat- 
tens reverfes  and  fuflians,  and  the  makers  thereof  were,  by  an  aft 
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made  in  the  ftrft  and  fecond  years  of  the  reign  of King  Philip  j/ft/i&*Phil.&M. 
%wen  Mary,  *W/£*/  /*  become  freemen  of  the  faid  city,  upon  pain  c* ,+" 
cf  forfeiture  of  their  manufactures,  contrary  to  the  faid  4ft ;  by 
means  whereof  there  was  a  conjiant  fupply  of  able  magiflrates,  and 
great  good  did  accrue  to  the  faid  city  in  many  refpefts  ;  but  the  faid 
manufactures  have  been,  for  fever al  years  pajl,  difufed9  and  others 
introduced  in  their  fiead,  the  good  defigns  of  the  (aid  aflYor  the  pub- 


lick  utility  of  the  /aid  city,  are  wholly  lojl,  ana  the  offices  of  magi- 
ftracy  there  often  fall  to  perfons  who  are  not  the  chief  manufacturers^ 
er  the  moflfubftantial  inhabitants  5  and  frequent  dtf orders  happen  in 
their  elections,  occafioning  great  riots  and  tumults:  for  remedy  of 
which  mifchiefs  and  inconveniencies,  and  preventing  the  like 
for  the  future ;  may  it  pleafe  your  Majefty,  that  it  may  be  en* 
aCted ;  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  mod  excellent  majefty, 
Jby  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and 
temporal  and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  all  perfons  who  now  are, 
/or  hereafter  (hall  be  manufacturers  or  makers  of  any  fort  of  Manufa&u.. 
fluffs  made  of  wool,  or  wherein  there  is  any  mixture  of  wool,  rers  of  ftuft 
and  all  makers  of  wool  into  yarn,  who  are  not  journeymen  or  to  be  made 
fervants  for  hire,  matter  weavers  and  matter  wool-combers,  and  f^111^- 
perfons  dealing  or  trading  as  fuch,  or  employing  fervants  or 
journeymen  in  any  fuch  manufactures,  or  having  any  intereftt 
ttosk,  (bare  or  partnership  in  any  fuch  manufactures,  inhabit- 
ing or  living  in  the  faid  city  of  Norwich  or  county  of  the  fame* 
fhaJI  be  made  free  of  the  faid  city  and  admitted  freemen  there- 
of, as  is  herein  after  mentioned,  (that  is  to  fay)  all  perfons  in- 
habiting or  living  in  the  faid  city  or  county  of  the  fame  as  a- 
forefaid,  now  being  fuch  manufacturers  or  makers  of  fluffs,  or 
makers  oif  wooJ  into  yarn,  matter  weavers,  or  matter  wool- 
combers,  or  dealers,  or  traders  as  fuch,  or  imploying  fervants 
pr  workmen  in  any  fuch  manufactures,  or  having  any  interett, 
flock,  (hare  or  partnerttiip  therein  as  aforefaid,  (hall,  upon  their 
requeft  to  be  made  at  any  court  of  mayoralty,  or  aflembly  of  the 
mayor,  (heriffs,  citizens  and  commonalty  to  be  holden  for  the 
laid  city,  on  or  before  the  twenty  fourth  day  of  June  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  twenty  three,  be  admitted  and  made 
free  of  the  faid  city,  paying  only  one  and  twenty  (hillings  for 
fuch  admiffion  and  freedom ;  and  all  perfons,  who  hereafter

'HERE AS  the  ancient  borough  ofGmt  Yarmouth  in  the 
county  4/"  Norfolk,  bordering  upon  the  fea,  hath  by  long  exT 
ferience  been  found  to  be  of  great  importance,  for  advancing  his  Ma- 
jeftfs  fervice  and  revenue,  trade  in  general,  more  especially  thefijbt- 
ry,  and  for  breeding  and  employing  many  thoufands  of  Jkilful  mari- 
ners and  feamen :  and  whereas  the  haven  and  piers  belonging  to  the 
faid  borough,  have  been,  and  fill  continue  obftrufted  by  fands  thrown 
ftp  to  the  fea  in  fuch  fort,  as  the  benefit  accrewing  thereby  muft  b? 
yfotly  loft,  if  not  timely  prevented [and  preferved by  clearing,  repair-

ufe  and  behoof,  an  impofition  of  two  pennies  Scots  ( over  and  above  a#  c'  9* 
the  Kings  annexed  excije,  and  additional  excife  impofed  in  that  fejjion 
of  parliament)  upon  the  pint  of  all  ale  and  beer,  either  brewed,  brought 
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in,  or  vended,  tapped,  and  fold  within  the  /aid  town  and  fubur 
and  liberties  thereof  ",  viz.  Canon-gate,  South  and  North  Lei 
Weftport,  Pottcrow  and  Pleafants,  and  the  other  pertinent >,  to 
paid  to  the  /aid  town,  magi/lrates  and  council  thereof,  by  the  bre 
ers,  Venders,  fellers,  and  tappers  of  the  /aid  ale  or  beer,  during 
/pace  of  fifteen  years  and  /urther,  not  exceeding  the  /pace  of  m 
years,  commencing  from  the  firft  of  July  one  thou/and  fix  bi 
dred  and  ninety  three,  to  be  paid,  uplifted,  and  collefted  weet 
monthly  and  quarterly,  or  otherwi/e,  as  the  magiftratcs  and  tot 
council  Jhould  think  fit  to  pre/cribe  and  order ;  excepting  only  ft 
the  faid  aft  all  fucb  ale  and  beer,  as  Jhould  be  brewed  in  the  cot 
try  without  the  liberties  of  the  /aid  city,  by  heritors  or  proprietors

the  faid  city  Was  fo  far  from  being  able,  at  their  own  expence,  < 
out  of  their  proper  revenues,  to  carry  on  andfinijb  the  fame,  that 
debts  owing  by  them  were  confiderabfy  increafed*,  partly  occafioned 
the  late  unnatural  rebellion  \  there/ore  by  an  aft  of  the  third  year

to  be  colic  tied  and  levied  in  the  fame  manner,  as  the  fame  was,  by 
faid  aft  of  parliament  in  Scotland,  limited  and  appointed,  and 
money  arijing  thereby  was  dire  ft  ed  to  be  applied  and  dijpo/ed  of  to 
u/es  foikwing,  viz.  /or  renewing  the  water-pipes,  and  helping 
conduits,  which  carry  water  to  the  town,  for  enlarging  the  harb 
and  decpning  the  channel  of  Xeith,  for  building  a  new  key  at  Lei 
for  fettling  an  annual  fund  of  three  hundred  pounds  towards  empi 
ing  and  maintaining  the  poor  of  Edinburgh  arid  adjacent  count 
from  and  after  the  firjl  of  July  one  thou/atid  /even  hundred  < 
eighteen,  for  fettling  a  f alary  on  the  profelfor  of  law  in  the  unive 
ty  of  Edinburgh,  and  his  fuccef/ors  in  office,  not  exceeding  one  h 
dred  pounds  per  annum,  commencing  from  the  eleventh  ofHovt 
ber  one  thou/and  /even  hundred and ]f event  ccn,  /or  rebuilding  the  c\ 
walls,  and  cau/eying  the  highways  leading  to  the  /aid  city,  for  bui

Lcith,  and  deepen  its  channel,  have  built  fix  hundred  foot  of  a  'key 
there,  of  very  fufficient  workmanjbip,  have  built  one  of  the  two  new 
churches,  have  made  a  large  provifion  of  caufey-ftones,  and  other  ma- 
terials for  paving  their  whole  high -fir eets  and  ways  leading  to  their  ci- 
ty, have  made  a  good  highway  from  their  city  to  their  port  of  Lcith, 
have  built  and  repaired  a  large  houfe,  for  accommodating  the  poor  to 
be  employed  in  manufafture ;  for  performing  whereof,  and  for  payment 
of  the  inter  eft  of  their  capital  debts  due  on  the  faid  firft  of  July  ont 
tboufand  feven  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  for  fatisfying  the  other  an- 
nual payments  direfted  by  the  faidlaft  recited  aft  of  parliament  as  a- 
forefaid,  they  have  borrowed  money :  and  whereas  though  all  the  money 
borrowed  upon  the  fecurity  of  the  faid  grant,  has  been  duly  and  regu- 
larly applied  to  thefeveral  ufes,  intents  and  purpofes  in  the  faid  loft 
recited  aft  mentioned  and  direfted,  yet  the  fame,  with  what  further  3  G*0-  *•  c*  $• 
the  faid  grant  for  the  term  aforefaid.may  produce,  will  not  be  fuffi- 
cient to  anfwer  the  faid  purpofes,  and  enable  the  faid  magiftrates  and

ers have  of  late  retired  out  of  the  cit/s  liberties,  and  erefted  brewe- 
ries in  the  confines  thereof,  in  order  to,  elude  the  payment  of  this  duty, 
and  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  city  otherways :  and  whereas  for  the 
encouragement  of  breweries  within  tbefaid  city  of  Edinburgh,and  pre- 
serving an  quality  of  trade  betwixt  the  braver s  in  the  /aid  city  and 
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the  brewers  in  feme  of  the  adjacent  parijhes,  and  to  prevent  frauds 
by  importing  ale  brewed  in  the  faid  adjacent  parijhes  without  paying 
the  faid  duty*  it  will  be  necejjary  to  extend  the  faid  duties,  and  fuk* 
jeft  the  fever al  brewers  within  the  parijbes  of  Saint  Cuthberts,  the 
Canon-Gate,  and  South  and  North  Leith,  to  the  payment  of  the 
Me  duties,  as  the  brewers  within  the  faid  city  and  fuburbs  thereof: 
where  fore  your  Majejlfs  mofi  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjefts,  the  provoft, 
magijtrates,  and  council  of  the  faid  city  ^Edinburgh,  in  behalf  of 
jhemfehes  aud  the  community  of  the  faid  city,  and  the  heritors  and 
freeholders  of  the  Jbire  ^Edinburgh,  do  mofi  humbly  be  fetch  your 
Majefly,  that  it  may  be  enafted,  and  be  it  enabled  by  the  King's 
moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of 
the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal  and  commons,  in  this  prefent 
parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That 
fuch  and  the  like  rates,  duties  and  impofitions,  as  are  by  the!

office  of  magiftracy  in  the  faid  city,  with  confent  of  any  two  of  {o^redreE 
the  faid  overfeers,  to  commence  and  carry  on  fuch  fuit  by  way  cd.

vade  the  fame*  in  order  to  depofe  your  Majejly,  and  place  the  pre- 
tender on  your  throne  3  and  by  traiteroufly  corresponding  with  thefaid 
pretender ;  and  perfons  employed  by  him,  knowing  them  to  be  fo  em- 
ployed :  therefore  to  manifeft  our  juft  abhorrence  of  fo  wicked 
and  abominable  a  confpiracy,    and  our  zeal  and  tender  regard 
for  the  prcfervation  of  your  Majefty's  perfon  and  government, 
and  of  the  proteftant  fucceffion  in  your  Majefty's  royal  family, 
the  fplid  foundations  of  our  prefent  happinefs  and  future  hopes ; 
*and  to  the  end  that  no  confpirator  may,  by  any  fubtil  con- 
trivance or  practice  whatfoever,   efcape  punirtiment,  and  that

1.  ftat* 
fing  one  million  four  hundred  thoufand  pounds  by  way  of  a  Xa 
lottery  for  her  Majefty's  fupply,  and  for  allowances  on  export- 
ing made  wares  of  leather,  (heep-fldns  and  lamb-fkins;  and  for 
distribution  of  four  thoufand  pounds,  due  to  the  officers  and 
feamen  for  gun-money  ;  and  to  adjuft  the  property  of  ticket* 
in  former  lotteries  ;  and  touching  certain  (hares  of  ftock  in  the 
capital  of  the  South-Sea  company ;  and  for  appropriating  the 
monies  granted  to  her  Majefty,  and  the  other  of  the  firft  year  of 
your  Majefty3 s  reign,  intituled,  An  act  for  rectifying  miftakes  in 
the  names  of  the  commiflloners  of  the  land-tax,  for  the  year 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fourteen ;  and  for  railing  fo 
much  as  is  wanting  to  make  up  the  fum  of  fourteen  hundred 
thoufand  pounds,  intended  to  be  railed  by  a  lottery  for  the  pub* 
lick  fervice  in  the  faid  year,  or  by  one  of  the  ails  loft  mentioned:

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Cranfbrd  Bridge  in  the  /aid  county  in  tbt  road  to  Colnebrooke ;  and  for  mak- 
ing the  (aid  aft  more  effectual. 

This  aft  3  Geo.  i.  for  repairing  the  highways  from  Counter's  Bridge,  Sec. 
which  commenced  from  the  firft  of  July  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
feventeen,  and  was  to  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  eleven  yeafa,  and 
alfo  the  tolls  thereby  granted,  are  further  continued  for  feventeen  years. 
Further  continued  by  n  Geo.  a.  c.  6. 

CAP.  VII. 

An  aft  for  making  more  effeftual  an  aft  made  in  the  ninth 
year  of  bis  Majefty's  reign,  intituled,  An  aft  for  com- 
pleting the  repairs  of  the  harbour  of  Dover  in  the 
county  of  Kent -,  and  for  reftoring  the  harbour  of*  Rye 
in  the  county  of  Sujfex,  to  its  ancient  goodnefs,  fo  fat 
as  the  fame  relates  to  the  harbour  of  Rye. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  judged  necefjary  that  the  harbour  of 
Rye  in  the  county  of  Suflex  Jhould  be  preferved  for  the  be- 
nefit of  trade  and  navigation :  and  whereas  an  aft  pqffed  in  the  ninth  G 
year  of  bis  MajefyU  reign,  intituled,  An  act  for  completing  the9  '*  *** 
repairs  of  the  harbour  of  Dover  in  the  county  of  Kent,  and  for 
reftoring  the  harbour  of  Rye  in  the  county  of  Suffix,  to  its  an- 
cient goodnefs,  by  which  aft  a  duty  of  three  pence  per  tun  upon 
flipping,  granted  and  continued  by  former  afts  therein  mentioned  for 
the  repair  of  Dower  harbour,  was  granted  or  continued  for  a  further 


term  therein  mentioned,  as  well  for  completing  the  repairs  of  the  f aid 
harbour  of  Dover,  as  for  reftoring  the  faid  harbour  of  Rye  to  its 
ancient  goodnefs,  which  was  then  propofid  and  intended  to  be  done 


by  letting  the  tide  have  free  ccurfe  through  certain  /luces  near  the 
faid  harbour  of  Rye  called  Scotch  Flat  and  Craven  Sluces,  in  the 
the  prefent  channels,  to  the  drowned  lands  between  Jlackwall  and 
Mat  ham  in  the  faid  counties  of  Kent  and  Suflex,  of  into  fuch 
other  cut  or  channel,  as  fiall  be  found  mojl  proper  and  expedient 
to  rejlore  the  faid  harbour  of  Rye  :  and  whereas  fince  thepajjing 
of  the  faid  aft  it  is  found,  that  the  faid  harbour  of  Rye  may  be 
made  mote  ufeful  and  commodious  by  opening  and  making  ,a  nev) 
cut  or  channel  from  the  Winchelfea  channel,  right  out  to  the 
fea,  which  will  be  of  greater  ufe  and  benefit  to  the  trade  and  navi- 
gation of  this  kingdom,  than  if  the  method  propofed  by  the  faid  recit- 
ed aft  Jhould  be  purfued ;  but  as  it  is  doubted  whether  the  powers 
given  by  the  faid  recited  aft  do  extend  to  the  making  any  new  cut  or 
channel  elfewhere  than  in  the  places  therein  mentioned,  and  k-is  ne- 
eeffary  to  explain  and  amend  the  faid  aft :  may  it  therefore  pleaie 
your  mod  excellent  Majefty,  that  it  may  be  *nacled,  CsV. 

The  powers  in  the  aft  9  Geo.  1.  for  repairing  Rye  harbour,  transferred 
.  to  the  perfont  herein  named,  who  are  to  do  all  works  neceflkry  for  the 
purpofes  of  the  aft.  Two  thirds  of  the  duty  9  Geo.  1.  to  be  applied  to 
the  ufes  0/  this  aft.  Firft  meeting  of  truftees  to  be  on  1*  May  1724.  at 
Hye.  Powers  in  the  aft  9  Geo.  1 .  to  be  in  force.  Truftees  may  creGt 
bridges,  locks,  &c.  giving  fatisfa&ion  to  the  land-owners.  Damage  by 
•  wfCfflowiag  to  be  fatisfied  out  of  the  duties.    If  parties  cannot  agree,  a  Continned  by

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jury  to  be  impanelled,  &c  The  channel  wall  from  the  new  cut  (hall  be 
-  heightened  and  repaired,  as  the  commiflioners  of  fewers  (ball  direct.  If 
the  commiflioners  of  fewers  (hall  judge  it  unfafe  to  let  the  Tea  have  its 
free  courfe  up  the  new  channel,  the  truftees  (hall  make  a  navigable  (luice 
at  Aich  place,  as  the  commiflioners  (hall  judge  fit.  The  duties  not  liable 
to  make  good  any  damage  through  the  default  of  the  commiflioners  of 
fewers.  The  fea  (hall  not  be  let  into  the  new  cut,  till  all  the  works  be 
perfected.  If  the  commiflioners  of  fewers  judge  proprietors  damaged, 
and  by  their  expenditors  give  notice  to  the  truftees,  they  (hall  remove  the 
dams,  &c.  Truftees  neglecting,  expenditor  may  iroploy  perfons.  Owners 
of  the  levels,  when  obltructed,  may  few  out  their  waters  through  Rye  or 
Winchelfea,  or  any  other  cut.  The  proprietors  of  Guldeford  Level,  &c~ 
when  obltructed,  may  make  new  cuts  to  carry  off  their  waters  into  the 
channel.  Truftees  may  ele!t  others  in  room  of  truftees  dying  or  refufing 
to  act. 

CAP.  VIII. 
An  act  for  reviving  an  act  palled  in  the  tenth  year  of  her  late  Majefty's 
reign,  intituled,  An  a&  to  make  a  caufey  over  the  Denes  from  Great  Yar- 
mouth to  Caifier  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  $  and  for  making  the  faid  act  more; 
effectual. 

Eaft  and  Weft  Flegg  to  pay  3d.  in  the  pound  rent  for  two  years  and  a 
half.  Great  Yarmouth  the  like  fum  5  to  be  paid  by  the  tenants  t  and 
one  half-part  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  rents.  Commiflioners  ap- 
pointed. Commmiflioners  to  appoint  afleflbrs  and  collectors.  Collectors 
to  pay  the  monies  to  the  chamberlains  of  Great  Yarmouth.  That  part  of 
the  caufey  from  Yarmouth  to  Caifter  Lane's  end,  Sec.  vefted  in  the  mayor,  • 
&c.  who  are  to  appoint  furveyors.  Surveyors  may  dig  gravel,  &c.  out 
of  the  watte,  or  other  grounds,  making  fatisfaction  for  damages. 

CAP.  IX. 

An  act  for  repairing  and  amending  the  highways  from  the  north  part  of 
Harlow-buih  common,  in  the  parilh  of  Harlow,  to  Woodford  in  the 
county  of  Eflex.

WHEREAS  by  an  aft  made  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  years 
of  the  reign  of  bis  late  majejiy  King  William  the  Third  of 
glorious  memory,  intituled,  An  a£t  for  the  more  effe&ual  employ- 
ing the  poor,  by  encouraging  the  manufactures  of  this  kingdom, 
it  is,  amongfl  other ^  things  enabled,  That  all  wrought  Jilts,  bengals, 
and  fluffs  mixed  with  ftli  or  Herba  of  the  manufacture  of  Perfia, 
China,  or  Eaft-India,  and  all  callieoes  painted,  dyed,  printed  or 
Jlained  there,  whether  the  fame /ball  be  mixed,  fewed  or  made  up  to* 
gether  for  fale,  with  any  other  goods  or  materials,  or  otherwi/e9 
which  from  and  after  the  twenty  ninth  dny  of  September  one  thou* 
/and  feven  hundred  and  one,  /ball  be  found  in  any  houfe,  /hop  §r 
warehoufe,  or  other  place  whatfoever  (other  than  in  fuch  warehoufes, 
as  /hall  be  approved  of  by  the  commiffioners  of  his  Majeft/s  cuftoms) 
/ball  be  forfeited,  and  fubjeel  and  liable  to  be  fear ched  for  andfeizedi 
in  which  faid  ad  it  is  provided,  that  the  powers  therein /ball  not  ex~ 
tend  to  any  fuch  (ilk s,  bengals,  fluffs  on  callieoes  which /ball  have  been 
made  up  and  ufed  in  any  fort  of  apparel  or  furniture  before  the  faid 
twenty  ninth  day  of  September  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  one : 
and  whereas  feveral  perfons  have,  fince  the  faid  twenty  ninth  day  of 
September  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  one,  inadvertently  made 
up  and  ufed  the  faid  prohibited  goods  in  furniture  and  hou/bold-fluff^ 
believingtbe  aft extended toapparelonly,and thereby  have fubjefted  them* 
Jelves  to  the  penalties  of  the  faid  acl :  for  remedy  whereof,  and  pre- 
venting the  numberlefs  profecutions  that  might  happen  from

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fuch  inadvertency,  be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  moft  excellent 
majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual 
and  temporal  and  commons,  in  this  prefent  parliament  aflem- 
bled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  the  faid  recited 
a#,  or  any  thing  therein  contained,  ihall  not  extend  to  any 
filks,  bengals  or  fluffs  mixed  with  filk  or  Herba,  or  painted, 
dyed,  printed  or  ftained  callicoes,  manufactured  in  Perfta,  China 
or  Eafl-India,  which  were  made  up,  or  ufed  in  furniture  or 
houfhold-ftuff  before  the  twenty  fifth  day  of  December  one  thou- 
fand  feven  hundred  and  twenty  two ;  any  thing  in  the  faid  re- 
cited a£t,  or  any  other  aft  or  acfts  of  parliament  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding. 

CAP.  XII. 

An  aft  for  repairing  the  roads  leading  from  Stump- Crofs,  in  the  pftrirti 
of  Chefterford  in  the  county  of  Eflex,  to  Newmarket-Heath,  and  the 
town  of  Cambridge,  in  the  county  of  Cambridge. 

This  aft  took  place  i  June  1724.,  and  is  to  continue  for  11  years.  Con- 
tinued by  15  Geo.  1.  c.  16. 

CAP.  XIII. 

An  aft  for  amending  the  roads  from  the  (tones-end  in  Southwark  to 
Higheate,  at  the  entrance  of  Afhdown  foreit  in  the  parifli  of  Eaft- 
Gnnrcead  in  the  county  of  SufTex,  and  from  Kingfton  to  Burton-Com- 
mon,  and  alfo  the  lane  leading  from  Wood  Hatch  to  Sidlow-Mill,  and 
the  lanes  called  Horfe-hills,  Bonehurft  alias  Boners,  and  Peteridge- 
Lanes,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  by  enlarging  the  terms  granted  by  two 
former  a  els,  one  or  the  fourth,  and  the  other  of  the  fixth  year  of  his 
Majefty's  reign. 

The  powers,  Sec.  in  the  private  aft  4  Oeo.  1.  c.  4.  which  were  to  continue 
for  ix  years  from  15  March  171 8,  which  term  was  enlarged  by  6  Geo.

After  20  May  1714.  the  time  for  de- 
claring an  acquiefcence  to  any  refolurion  of  the  directors,  and  for  making 
complaints  for  claimants,  to  be  within  30  days  after  perfonal  notice,  or 
notice  in" the  Gazette,  of  fuch  resolution.  Complaints  not  fomade,  void, 
and  the  juftkes,  &c.  difcharged  from  proceeding  thereon.  If  no  acquief-

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font*  whofe  eftates  are  vefted  in  the  truftees,  having  rjght  of  dower,  the 
truftees  may  compound  with  them  for  fuch  right,  to  be  paid  by  thecafliicr.

upon  pain  for  not  giving  of  fuch  aid,  help  and  ajpjlance,  to  run  in 
contempt  of  the  Queen's  majejiy,  her  heirs  and  fuccejfors,  as  by  the 
faidfeveral  recited  Jlatutes  may  appear. 

II.  And  whereas  it  has  been  found  by  experience,  That  the  faid  fe~

'tfficient  powers  for  that  purpofe  may  be  very  detrimental  to  the  health 
this  Majeftfs  fubjelts :  for  remedying  whereof,  be  it  enaded,

The  cenfon  of  the  college,  calling  to  their  afliftance  the  wardens  of  the 
apothecaries,  may  in  toe  day-time  enter  into  any  apothecaries,  Sec.  (hop 
within  feven  miles  of  London,  to  examine  the  medicines,  and  may  deftroy 
all  drags,  &e.  not  meet  to  be  ufed  in  medicine.  If  the  faid  wardens  re* 
fufe  to  go  with  the  cenfoi  j,  then  they  may  execute  their  power  without 
them.  If  the  cenfors  adjudge  any  medicines  to  be  defective,  and  any  per- 
fon  appeal  to  the  prefident  and  fellows,  the  cenibrs  are  to  eaufe  the  drugs* 
&c  and  their  reafons  for  condemning  them,  to  be  pnt  into  a  box,  and 
carried  to  the  college.  An  ailembly  of  the  prefident  and  fellows  to  be  fum- 
moned  within  14  days,  who  are  to  examine  the  drugs,  &c.  and  finally  de- 
termine. If  the  cenfors  Judgment  be  confirmed,  the  drugs,  &c.  to  be 
burnt  before  the  owner's  door.  If  the  aflembly  do  not  confirm  the  cenfors 
judgment,  the  drugs  to  be  returned  to  the  place  where  they  were  found*

ANY  of  the  rates  afore/aid,  or  any  thing  contained  in  this  addi- 
tional book  of  rates,  is  not  to  extend  to  alter  the  method  pre-

7  Ann.  c.  13.  TT  7  HERE  AS  an  ad  was  made  in  the  feventh  year  of  the  reign 
W  of  her  late  majefty  ghieen  Anne,  intituled.  An  ad  for  the 
better  afcertaining  the  lengths  and  breadths  of  the  woollen  cloth 
made  in  the  weft-riding  of  the  county  of  York,  which,  notwith- 
ftanding the  many  good  provifions  and  directions  therein  contained, 
hath  never tbelefs  been  found  by  experience  not  to  be  effectual  for  the 
preventing  the  frauds,  abufes  ana  deceits  ivhich  are  frequently  vfed 
andpraCliJed  in  the  manufacture  of  woollen  broad-cloth,  made  within 
the  weft-riding  of  the  faid  county  of  York,  particularly  in  the  de- 
ceitfulworking,  and  unreasonable  ftr etching  and [/training,  and  dref- 
Jwg  thefaid  cloths,  which  ill  practices  tend  very  much  to  the  debafing, 
undervaluing  and  dif crediting  of  the  faid  manufacture  >  both  at  borne 

and 
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and  in  foreign  farts  bey  end  thsfeas,  where  a  great  part  thereof  hath 
been  ufually  vended:  for  remedy  whereof,  and  for  encouraging 
the  faid  manufacture,  by  preventing  the  faid  frauds,  deceits 
and  abufes,  and  every  of  them  for  the  future,  be  it  enacted  by 
the  King's  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal  and  commons*  in 
this  prefent  parliament  affembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
fame,  That  from  and  after  the  twenty  fourth  day  of  June  which  The  tagth 
(hall  be 'in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  breadth 
and  twenty  five,  every  woollen  broad-cloth  made  within  the?***0***-}01* 
.  weft-riding  of  the  faid  county  of  Yerly  whether  the  fame  (hall  JJi^of 
be  called  an  end  or  half-cloth,  or  a  long  or  whole  cloth,  being  York  afcer- 
well  fcoured  and  fully  milled,  (hall  at  the  leaft  be  five  quarters  tuned, 
and  an  half,  by  the  ftandard  yard-wand  in  breadth  within  the 
lifts  in  the  water,  being  fully  wet,  and  every  fuch  cloth,  called 
an  end  or  half-cloth,  (hall  not  exceed  in  length  twenty  four 
yards,  being  fully  wet,  and  every  fuch  cloth,  called  a  long  or 
whole  cloth,  (hall  not  exceed  in  length  forty  eight  yards,  being 
fully  wet. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  Penalty  on 
if  any  of  the  clothiers  or  makers  of  broad  woollen  cloth,  fhallf  clothiers  of.

And  whereas,  for  want  of  means  to  difcover  the  fraudu- 
lent making  of  candles,  and  of  fufficient  penalties  to  punijb  the  fame 
when  difcover  ed,  bis  Majejty  is  much  defrauded  of  and  in  bis  duties 
upon  candles,  and  the  fair  traders  in  candles  are  very  much  difceu- 
raged  and  injured  in  their  refpettive  trades  by  the  fraudulent  and 
private  makers. of  candles:  for  remedy  whereof,  be  it  enacted  by 
the  King's  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal  and  commons,  in 
this  prefent  parliament  aflembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
fame,  That,  if  any  chandler  or  maker  of  candles,  otner  than 
and  befides  compounders  for  the  time  being  for  the  duties  of 
candles  by  them  refpe&ively  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made, 
(hall,  from  and  after  the  faid  twenty  fourth  day  of  June  in  die 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  twenty  five, 
make  ufe  of  any  melting-houfe,  work-houfe,  ware-houfe,  ftore- 
houfe,  (hop,  room  or  other  place  whatfoever,  either  for  the 
making  or  keeping  of  candles,  or  for  the  melting  or  keeping  of 
any  wax,  tallow  or  other  materials  proper  to  be  made  into 
candles,  or  of  any  copper,  kettle,  pot,  furnace  or  other  veflel 
or  utenfil  whatfoever,  tor  the  melting  of  wax,  tallow  or  other 
materials  to  be  made  into  candles,  or  of  any  mould  or  moulds, 
or  other  utenfil  whatfoever,  for  or  in  the  making  of  mould- 
6  cfcndlef, 
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candles,  or  of  other  candles,  without  firft  making  or  having 
made,  with  the  proper  officer  or  officers  refpectively  appointed, 
or  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpofc,  at  the  next  office  of  excife, 
within  the  limits  whereof  eitherfuch  melting-houfe,  work- houfe, 
ware-houfe,  ftore-houfe,  (hop,  room  or  other  place,  fliall  be  fi- 
tuate,  or  iuch  copper,  kettle,  pot,  furnace,  mould  or  moulds, 
or  other  veflel  or  utenfil  whatfoever,  (hall  be  fo,  as  aforefaid, 
ufed,  a  true  and  particular  entry  or  entries  in  writing  thereof, 
and  of  every  and  each  of  them  refpecYively,  every  fuch  chandler 
and  maker  of  candles,  other  than  compounders  for  the  duties 
on  candles,  (hall  forfeit  and  lofe  the  fum  of  one  hundred  pounds 
for  every  fuch  melting-houfe,  work-houfe,  ware-houfe,  ftore- 
houfe,  mop,  room  or  other  place  whatfoever,  and  for  every 
fuch  copper,  kettle,  pot,  furnace,  mould  and  moulds,  or  other 
veflel  or  utenfil  whatfoever,  fo  made  ufe  of,  without  firft  mak- 
ing or  having  made  thereof  refpedtively  fuch  entry  and  entries, 
as  aforefaid. 

XXIV.  And  whereas  when  excife-officers,  either  early  in  the 
mornings  or  in  evenings  repair  and  go  to  the  houfes,  work-houfes

and  if  fuch  officer  or  officers  are  not  immediately  admitted,  and 
permitted  to  enter  and  go  into  any  houfe,  work-houfe  or  other 

}>lace  whatfoever,  belonging  to  or  made  ufe  of  by  either  any 
iich  profeflTed  chandler  or  maker  of  candles  for  fale,  or  by  fuch 
private  makers  of  candles,  not  being  compounders  ;  and  if  fuch 
officer  or  officers,  being  fo  entred  into  fuch  houfe,  work-houfe 
or  other  place  or  places  whatfoever,  all  chefts,  trunks,  boxes,  1 

drawers  <?r  other  like  things,  are  not,  upon  the  demand  or  re- 
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queft  of  Rich  officer  or  officers  immediately  opened,  or  if,  fuch 
officer  or  officers  is  not  permitted  quietly  to  fearch  and  examine

fever  at  orders  dire  ft  fcveral  majlers  of  the  court  of  chamery,  to  in- 
quire into,  examine  and  Jl ate  the  claims  and  demands  of  eke  fuitors  of 
the  faid  court,  upon  thefe  offices  zuherein  the  deficiencies  happened, 
and  the  fad  majlers  to  whom  fuch  inquiry  was  directed  have  made 
their  reports,  whereby  it  appears  that  (befides  the  deficiency  of  the 
faid  William  Kinafton,  which  is  fuppefed  he  will  be  able  to  mate 
good  himfelf;  and  after  deducting  what  Jball  be  made  and  produced

An  aft  to  prevent  unlawful  combinations  of  workmen  imploy- 
ed  in  the  woollen  manufactures,  and  for  tetter  payment  of 
their  wages. 

WHEREAS  great  numbers  of  weavers  and  others  concerned 
in  the  woollen  manufaftures  in  fever al  towns  and  parijhes  in 
this  kingdom,  have  lately  formed  tbemfelves  into  unlawful  clubs  and 
focieties,  and  hove  prefumed,  contrary  to  law*  to  enter  into  combina- 
tions, and  to  male  by-laws  or  orders,  by  which  they  pretend  to  regu- 
late the  trade  and  the  prices  of  their  goods,  and  to  advance  their 
wages  unreafonably,  and  many  other  things  to  the  likepurpofe :  and 
whereas  thefaidperfonsfo  unlawfully  affembling  and  affociating  tbem- 
felves have  committed  great  violences  and  outrages  upon  many  of  bis 
Majefty's  goodfubjefls,  and  by  force  protected  tbemfelves  and  their 
wicked  accomplices  againft  law  and  juftice ;  and  it  is  abfplutely  necef- 
fary  that  more  effectual  pnnvifion  Jbould  be  made  againftfuch  unlawful 
combinations,  and  for  preventing  fuch  violences  and  outrages  for  the 
future,   and  for  bringing  -all  offenders  in  the  premiffes  to  more 
fpeedy  and  exemplary  juftice ;  may  it  therefore  pleafe  your  mod 
excellent  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enafted,  and  be  it  ena&ed  by  yyj  combIna. 
the  King's  moft  excellent  majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  tkmi  of  wool-

weaver,  in  any  parifti  or  place  within  this  kingdom*  for  regulat- 
ing the  faid  trade  or  myftery,  or  for  regulating  or  fettling  the 
prices  of  goods,'  or  for  advancing  their  wages,  or  for  leflen- 
mg  their  ufual  hours  of  work,   (hall  be  and  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  illegal,  Hull  and  void  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  ;

for  every  ton  of  cheefe,  fait,  cutlers  wares,  iron  wares,  groceries  and  other 
merchandizes  (except  corn  and  malt)  and  not  exceeding  to  d.  for  every 
ton  of  mill  or  marble  ftones  or  coals  j  tod.  for  every  ton  of  lime,  and  for 
every  ton  of  lime-ftone,  and  of  other  ftones,  Sd.  and  for  every  ton  of 
plank  and  timber  of  Englifti  growth,  S  d.  Ajpenny  per  quarter  tor  grain. 
JJoats  carrying  dung,  &c.  to  be  duty  free.  The  three  bridges  over  the 
new  river,  &c.  veiled  in  the  mayor,  &c.  of  Doncafter.  Duties  for  paftage 
through  the  three  bridges,  when  the  draw-bridges  are  opened,  6d» 
for  10  ton.

3*  "  int:f:ud,  An  a&  for  granting  to  her  Majefty  feveral  duties  upon 
coals,  for  building  fifty  new  churches  iu  and  about  the  cities  of 
London  and  IVcftminflcr,  and  fuburbs  thereof;  and  other  pur- 
pofes therein  mentioned,  //  was  cnaftcd,  That  for  all  forts  ofeoah 
and  culm,  which  from  and  after  the  twenty  eighth  day  of  September 
one  thousand  feven  hundred  and  Jjxteen,  and  before  the  twenty  eighth 
day  <?/*  September  one  thoufand  J  even  hundred  and  twenty  four,  Jhouli

CAP.  XXIV. 

An  aS  for  preventing  frauds  and  abufes  in  the  dying  trade. 

WHEREAS  divers  perfons  within  this  realm \  ufing  the  myf- 
tery  or  craft  of  dyersy  have  of  late  ufed  and  excercifed  falfe 
and  deceitful  zvays  in  dying  bays  and  other  woollen  goods  blacky  with- 
out  ufmg  woody  indigo  or  mother \  and  for  peffing  off  fuch  goods  as 
true  mothered  blacks ',  (though  falfiy  dyed  as  afore faid)  the  corner  on- 
ly thereof  hath  been  dyed  red,  and  a  red  rofe  or  other  marky  for  a  true

manufactures,  the  great  prejudice  of  the  woollen  manufaclures  of  this 
kingdom,  and  impoverifhment  of  many  of  his  Maje/l/s  fubjecls  im- 
ployed  therein:  for  remedy  whereof,  be  it  enacted  by  the  King's

H  E  R  E  A  S  the  advancement  of  the  linen  and  hempen  manu- 
faclures in  that  part  rf  the  united  kingdom  called  Scotland 
(which  are  now  under  great  difcouragemmts)  will  not  only  imploy  great 
numbers  of  poor,  but  will  be  a  general  good  to  the  united  kingdom,  by 
adding  to  the  wealth  of  the  realm ;  and  whereas  feveral  frauds  and 
abufes  are  daily  committed  in  the  faid  manufaclures,  whereby  the 
growth  of  flax  and  hemp  within  that  part  of  the  united  kinghtn  is 
difcouragea,  the  credit  of  the  [aid  manufaclure  deflroyed,  and  the  de- 
mand for  the  fame  leffened,  for  want  of  proper  laws  and  regulations 
for  that  purpofe:  to  the  end  therefore  that  theft  frauds  and  abufes

feed ;  and  that  no  perfon  or  perfons  do  prefume  to  mix  or  caufe 

to  be  mixed  different  parcels  of  lintfeed  or  hempfeed  of  differ- 
ent countries  or  growths  together;  and  that  from  and  after  the 
faid  firft  day  of  November  every  perfon  who  (hall  fell  or  vend  any  Seller  to  give

that  no  lint  or  hemp  (hall  be  fteeped  or  watered  for  two  years 
fucceffively,  in  any  (landing  pool,  or  in  any  hole  or  pit  with 
Handing  water,  unlefs  fuch  hole  or  pit  is  dug  near  to  the  fide  of 
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a  running  river  or  rivulet,  from  whence  the  (aid  pool,  hole  or  pit 
may  be  frequently  fupplied  with  fre(h  water;  and  all  and  every 
perfon  and  perfons,  Keeping  lint  or  hemp  contrary  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  hereof,  fhall  for  every  fuch  offence,  being 
thereof  duly  convidted  in  manner  hereafter  directed,  forfeit  fuch 
lint  or  hemp,  to  be  levied  and  recovered  in  manner  herein  after 
mentioned. 
Penalty  for  V.  And  whereas  great  frauds  are  frequently  cmmittt&  in  the 

felling  lint  or  fpinning  and  reeling  of  linen  yarn,  to  we  great  prejudice  of  the  linen 
reSfiri*"1""  manufacture,  be  it  enafted  by  the  authority  atorefaid,  That  from 
made  up.  anc*  a^tcr  ^e  ^ai(*  ^^  ^ay  °^  A&ww**r  no  perfon  or  perfons 
whatfoever  (hall  fell  or  expofe  to  fale,  or  import  into  Scotland, 
or  carry  or  tranfport  from  any  one  part  of  Scotland  to  another, 
any  linen  yarn,  other  than  fuch  as  is  made  up  into  cuts,  and 
helps  or  hanks,  each  hefp  or  hank  confiding  of  twelve  cuts,  and 
no  more,  and  each  cut  containing  one  hundred  and  twenty 
threads,  all  exactly  numbered,  and  no  more;  and  that  all  the 
yarn  contained  in  the  faid  hefp  or  hank  be  lint-yarn  only,  or 
tow-yarn  only,  and  of  the  fanie  colour  and  finenefs;  and  that 
no  tow-yarn  and  lint-yarn  be  mixed  together  in  one  and  the  fame 
hefp  or  hank,  and  that  the  fame  be  tied  up  with  a  piece  of  pack- 
thread, and  not  yarn ;  and  that  the  faid  yarn  be  well  reeled,  and 
each  cut  and  hefp  or  hank  be  feparated,  as  the  fame  (hall  be 
reeled,  and  not  afterwards ;  and  that  from  and  after  the  faid  firft 
day  of  November  the  uniform  ftandard  reel  of  Scotland  (hall  be 
two  yards  and  half,  or  ninety  inches  in  circumference ;  and  that 
all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  who  after  the  faid  firft  day  of

Jufticc  of  thc 
than °  inland  P**c*  or  magiftrate,  within  any  burrough,  or  to  and  for  any 
an  halt*  in  cir-  perfon  or  perfons  lawfully  authorized,  by  warrant  under  the 
cumfcrcncc    hand  of  fuch  juftice  of  peace  or  magiftrate,  to  enter  into  any 
houfe  or  houfes,  the  doors  thereof  being  open,  at  all  times  of  the

damage,  and  (hall  further  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  perfon  aggrieved 
a  fum,  not  exceeding  forty  (hillings  fterling,  nor  lefs  than  five 
(hillings  fterling,  to  be  recovered  in  fuch  manner  as  is  herein 
after  mentioned.   * 

XL  And  whereas  great  prejudice  arifes  to  the  linen  manufacture^ 
by  reafon  that  the  perfons  who  deal  therein,  make  their  cloths  of  fuch 
lengths  and  breadths,  for  which  there  is  no  great  demandy  either  at 
home  or  abroad  \  for  preventing  thereof,  be  it  ena&ed  by  the

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it  appear  to  contain  more  threads  in  the  breadth,  than  it  really 
does,  he  (hall  for  every  fuch  offence,  being  thereof  convicted 
in  manner  after  mentioned,  forfeit  a  fum  not  more  than  five 
pounds,  nor  lefs  than  twenty  (hillings,  to  the  ufe  of  the  inform- 
er, to  be  levied  and  recovered  in  fuch  manner  as  is  herein  after 
mentioned. 

XIV.  And  whereas  Jeveral  perfons  have  cf  late  years  made  ufe  of 
lime,  pigeons  dung,  fope-dregs,  or  other  improper  materials  fir 
whitening  or  bleaching  of  linen  cloth,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  fuch 
cloth,  and  to  the  difcreait  of  the  linen  manufacture ;  for  preventing 
fuch  practices  for  the  future,  be  it  further  enacted*  by  the  au- 
Pcnalty  for  thority  aforefaid,  That  from  and  after  the  faid  firft  day  of  No- 
ufmg  lime,  vember  no  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  make  ufe  of  any  lime,  pigeons 
pigeons  dung,  aung  or  fope-dregs,  for  bleaching  or  whitening  any  linen  cloth 
h)g  or  linen.  or  "nen  yarn,  and  that  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  ufing 
any  lime,  pigeons  dung  or  fope-dregs,  for  bleaching  or  whit- 
ening any  linen  cloth  o>  linen  yarn,  (hall,  being  thereof  duly 
convicted  in  fuch  manner  as  herein  is  after  mentioned,  for 
every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  to  the  informer  the  faid  linen  cloth  or 
linen  yarn,  fo  whitened  or  bleached  with  lime,  pigeons  dung 
orVope-tiregs,  and  (hall  alfo  forfeit  the  fum  of  five  pounds  fter-

WHEREAS  in  and  by  an  aft  pajfed  in  the  fourteenth  year 
of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  intituled)  An  aft 
for  making  the  rivers  IVye  and  Lugg,  and  the  rivers  and  brooks 
running  into  the  fame,  in  the  counties  of  Hereford,  Gloucefter 
and  Monmouth,  navigable,  Sir  William  Sandys,  int.  Windfor 
Sandys,  efquire,  and  Henry  Sandys,  their  heirs  and  afftgns*,  wen 
impowered  upon  the  terms  and  under  the  provifoes  in  thejaid  ah  men* 
tioncd,  to  make  thefaid  rivers  navigable ;  but  the  faid  Sir  William 
Sandys,  Windfor  Sandys  and  Henry  Sandys,  having  not  done  any 
thing  to  the  river  Lugg,  and  what  work  was  done  on  the  river  Wye, 
being  performed  very  flightly,  all  the  powers,  authorities,  privileges, 
benefits  and  advantages  whatfoever,  given  and  granted  to  them  the 
faid  undertakers,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  recited  aft,  by  an  aft  pajfed it 
the  feventb  and  eighth  years  of  the  reign  of  his  late  maje/fy  Kong  Wil- 
liam the  Third,  intituled,  An  aft  for  making  navigable  the  rivers

Moft  gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  fiver  al  juft  and  necejfary  meafures  were,  upsn 
account  of  the  late  perplexed  and  Aijlurbtd  fituation  of  affairs 
in  Europe,  entred  into  and  concerted  between  your  Majefty* s  kttt 
royal  father ,  of  glorious  memory ,  and  your  good  allies ;  and  in  order 
to  preferve  and  rejfore  the  peace  of  Europe,  and  to  feeure  the  trade, 
navigation  and  other  valuable  rights  and  poffeffions  ofthefe  kingdoms, 
great  fleets  were  imployed  abroad  in  divers  remote  partsy  whereby  a 
great  arrear  or  debt  has  been  contracted  for  the  fervice  of  the  navy,

enafied  and  declared  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid

ties.  perfons  to  whom  the  fame  ought  to  be  paid,  and  tendring  the 

faid  indentures  or  other  writings,  to  be  ftamped  at  the  fame 
time,  or  at  any  time  on  or  before  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  Sep- 
tember one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  twenty  eight  (of  which 
timely  notice  is  to  be  given  in  the  London  Gazette)  the  faipe  in- 
dentures or  other  writings  (hall  be  good  and  available  in  law 

and 
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*nd  equity,  and  may  be  given  in  evidence  in  any  court  whatfo> 
ever,  and  the  clerk,  apprentice  or  fervant  therein  named,  fhalt 
be  capable  of  following  and  exercifing  their  refpective  intended 
trades  or  imployments,  as  fully  as  if  the  rates  and  duties  fa

CAP.  XVIII.

Commiflioners  not  to  build  till  fatisfaction  be  given  to  the  proprietors  of 
the  horfe  ferries. 

CAP.  XIX. 
Ant  aft  fir  punijbing  fucb  perfons  as  JbaU  wilfully  and  ma*\ 
licioufly  pull  dawn  or  deftroy  turnpikes  for  repairing  high* 
*Ways,  or  locks  or  other  works,  erefted  by  authority  of  par- 
liament,  for  making  rivers  navigable. 

WHEREAS  feveral  ill  defegning  and  diforderly  perfons  have 
in  feveral  parts  of  this  kingdom  officiated  tbemf elves  together 
both  by  day  and  night,  and  cut  down,  pulled  down,  burnt,  and  other* 
wife  deflroyed  feveral  turnpike  gates  and  boufes,  which  have  bee* 
erected  by  the  authority  of  feveral  ails  of  parliament,  made  for  re* 
pairing  divers  roads  within  this  kingdom,  by  tolls  taken  or  to  be  taken 
at  fucb  turnpikes,  and  thereby  prevented  the  toll  from  being  received^ 
which  has  leffened  tbefecurity  of  divers  of  bis  Majejlys  good  fubjeils, 
for  confiderable  fums  of  money,  which  they  have  advanced  or  lent  on 
the  credit  of  the  faid  ails,  and  deterred  others  from  lending  any  money 
on  the  fame,  and  thereby  the  faid  ails  are  become  ineffectual,  the  laws 
now  in  force  not  infixing  any  punijhment  on  fuch  offenders  fuitable 
to  their  offences ;  and  whereas  other  evil  difpofed  perfons  have  threatned 
the  pulling  down  and  defraying  of  locks,  jluices  and  floodgates,  ere  fled

be  tranfported  either  by  day  or  night,  wilfully  and  malicioufty  pull  down  or 
for  7yeart.  demolim  any  houfe  or  houfes,  ereded  or  to  be  ereded  for  the 
life  and  fervice  of  any  turnpike  gate  or  turnpike  gates,  or  (hall 
wilfully  and  raalicioufly  break  down  or  deraolifti  any  lock,  fluke 
or  floodgate,  ereded  or  to  be  ereded  by  authority  of  parliament 
upon  any  navigable  river,  for  preferving  or  fecunng  the  naviga- 
tion thereof,  and  (hall  be  lawfully  convided  of  the  fame  respec- 
tively, upon  indidment  before  any  of  his  Majefty's  juftices  of 
affize,  Oyer  and  Terminer,  or  general  gaol  delivery  for  the 
county,  city,  town,  borough  or  corporation,  where  fuch  offence 
or  offences  refpedivcly  (hall  be  committed,  every  fuch  perfon

After  1  May  171s,  corporation  to  be  erected  at  Canterbury.  To  be  chofen 
by  inhabitants  rated  to  the  poor,  on  the  laft  Tuefday  in  June  1718.  In- 
habitants to  meet  in  the  feveral  parifh  churches  between  nine  and  twelve 
in  the  forenoon  to  elect.  May  purchafe  lands*  &c.  not  exceeding  400 1, 
per  ann.  Parishes  refuting  to  choofe  guardians,  two  juftices,  quorum  unuty 
or  any  three,  may  choofe  them.  None  compelled  to  fcrve  two  years  to- 
gether. Guardians  to  meet  on  the  firft  Tuefday  in  July  1718,  to  choofe 
a  prefident  and  receiver,  to  be  chofen  yearly.  And  a  fchoolmafter,  clerk 
and  other  officers.  Guardians  to  hold  a  court  monthly.  Prefident  may 
hold  a  court  oftner,  on  three  days  notice.  Any  feven  guardians  may  cauu? 
an  extraordinary  court  to  be  holden.  The  hofpital  of  poor  prieftg  in  the 
city  of  Canterbury,  with  its  revenues,  vefted  in  the  guardians  of  the  poor 
of  that  city.  In  trull  to  imploy  the  profits  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
poor  of  the  corporation.  Guardians  at  any  court  may  aflefs  the  inhabi- 
tants for  the  ufe  of  the  hofpital.  Perfons  grieved  may  appeal  to  the  quae* 
ter-ieffions.  Corporation  to  maintain  all  the  poor  in  tbe  14.  parifbes,  &c. 
Guardians  may  order  the  conftables,  &c.  to  compel  vagrants  and  beggars, 
Sec.  to  work  in  the  workhoufes.  May  bind  out  apprentices,  and  inflict 
corporal  punifhment.  Committee  may  fend  poor  perfons  to  the  work- 
houfe,  or  otherwife  relieve  them.  Corporation  may  agree  with  any  parilh 
in  Kent,  for  fetting  to  work  their  poor ;  but;  not  thereby  to  create  a  fettle- 
rncnt.  Receiver  before  the  determination  of  his  office  to  account  for  all 
monies,  &c.  in  his  bands.  Elections  of  prefident,  &c.  to  be  by  ballot.  No 
prefident  or  other  officer  liable  to  the  penalties  of  *$  Car.  a.  c.  a.  Poor 
perfons  refufingto  be  placed  in  the  workboufe  to  receive  no  relief.  Guar- 
dians to  allow  relief  to  poor  perfons  who  flulf  fail  fick,  &c    Lamp*  to  be 

.lighted, 
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lighted  in  the  pubfick  ftreets  froth  t  Sept.  to  i  May,  yearly.  A  rate  not 
exceeding  j  d.  per  pound  per  ann.  for  retting  up  and  maintaining  the 
lights.

Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  That  no-  Not  t0  prevent 
thing  herein  contained  (hall  extend  to,  or  prevent,  or  prejudice  the  payment 
the  payment  of  the  duty,  called  The  Cawfcy  Mail,  or  duty  on  of  duties  here 
(hod  carts,  payable  to  the  faid  city ;  and  alfo  all  duties  charge-  enumerated, 
able  on  all  ale,  beer,  wine,  fpirits  and  foreign  liquors  which  are 

for  fale ;  and  all  duties  chargeable  upon  all  coals,  peits,  turfs 
and  timber  to  be  imported  or  brought  in  from  Leitb  into  the 
faid  city  or  liberties  thereof  by  carts,  fledges  or  llypes ;  and 
alfo  all  duties  chargeable  upon  hearfes  and  hackney  coaches, 
and  all  duties  upon  all  fugars,  tobaccoes  and  foap ;  and  the 
duties  chargeable  upon  all  timbers,  lint,  lint-feed  and  rape-feed 
not  of  the  produce  of  Great  Britain ;  and  on  all  hemp,  iron,  tar 
and  other  foreign  commodities  which  (hall  be  brought  in  on 
carts,  (ledges  or  flypes,  horfes  burdens  or  any  other  manner  of 
way  whatfocver,  into  the  faid  city  or  privileges  thereof,  from  e- 
very  place ;  and  the  duties  on  all  goods  whatfoever,  other  than 
thofe  particularly  exempted  from  the  fame  as  before-mentioned, 
Vol.  XV.

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Vhich  (ball  be  brought  in  on  carts,  (ledges  or  flypes  into  the  (kid 
city  or  liberties  thereof,  by  any  perfon  who  is  a  common  carter ; 
and  that  the  faid  city  mall  continue  to  enjoy,  levy  and  re- 
ceive the  other  cuftoms  and  duties  to  them  belonging,  as  par- 
ticularly after  fpecified,  videlicet,  the  meal  and  corn  market  cuf- 
toms, the  fi(h  market  cuftoms,  and  board  mails,  the  fruit  mar- 
ket cuftoms,  the  poultry  and  bread  market  cuftoms,  ftand  and 
board  mails,  the  land  cloth  market,  the  land  flefh  market  cu-    \ 
(loms,  the  dues  and  cuftoms  of  the  tallow,  iron,  weighage,  the 
cuftoms  chargeable  on  all  forts  of  cattle  at  the  houfe  of  the  Mair* 
and  (beep  flaikes,  the  cuftorn  of  one  mark  upon  each  pack  of  all 
foreign  goods,  the  cuftorn  of  bufh  mail  for  all  timber  and  other 
goods  brought  into  the  timber  hoff  or  bufh  at  Lehh,  the  (bore 
dues,  one  mark  per  tun  of  goods  and  other  duties  payable  for  all 
goods  imported  to  or  exported  from  the  harbour  of  Ltith*  the 
duties  and  cuftoms  payable  for  weighage  and  lyage,  and  of  all 
goods  whatever  weighed  or  lodged  in  the  weigh-houfes  of  Edin- 
burgh or  Leitk*  the  market  cuftorn  for  leather,  and  the  import 
or  duty  on  wines,  fpirits  or  foreign  liquors,  with  all  other  duties 
and  cuftoms  belonging  to  the  faid  city  not  hereby  cxprefly  dif- 
continued  as  aforefaid  ;  and  that  the  (aid  feveral  dues,  duties  and 
cuftoms  laft  mentioned  (hall  be,  remain  and  be  paid  in  fuch 
manner,  and  by  inch  means  and  methods,  as  they  were  made 
payable  before  the  paffing  of  this  or  the  above  in  part  recited 
•acts ;  any  thirjg  herein,  or  in  the  above  in  part  recited  acts  of 
parliament,  or  either  of  them,  contained  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

IV.  And  whereas  the  houfes  and  buildings  in  the  faid  city  of  Edin- 
burgh, andfuburbs  and  liberties  thereof  "*  are  much  expofed  to  fire  by 
rcofon  of  the  nearnefs  to  each  other  and  the  height  thereof  \  many  fa- 
milies inhabiting  under  one  and  the  fame  roof-*  and  whereas  for  the 
relief  of  fuch  perfons  as  /ball  fuffer  by  fire*  many  of  the  owners  <mi 
proprietors  of  houfe s  and  buildings  w'thin  the  faid  city*  fuburbs  and 
liberties*  have  (with  the  cwfent  and  approbation  of  the  magi/hates 
and  town  council  of  the  faid  city)  entered  into  mutual  covenants  and 
agreements  to  fubjeff  themf elves  to  the  paytnent  of  certain  fmallfumi 
(in  proportion  to  the  value  and  extent  of  their  property)  to  create  and 
ellablijh  a  general  charitable  fund  or  Jlock  for  their  mutual  relief  in 
cafe  of  accidents  by  fire *  to  be  put  under  the  directions  and  manage- 
me nt  of  perfons  chofen  by  the  contributors  to  fuch  general  charitable* 
fund)  which  by  experience  has  been  found  to  be  much  for  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  the  faid  city*  fuburbs  and  liberties  thereof \  and  will 
be  much  more  ufeful  and  beneficial*  if  the  bonds  given  or  entred  into 
by  the  contributors  as  aforefaid*  could  be  made  a  real  charge  upon  fuch 
houfes  or  buildings  fcr  which  fuch  contribution  was  made^  without 
taking  infeoffment*  the  expence  whereof  will  in  many  cafes  exceed  the 
fum  mentioned  in  fuch  bond :  now  for  promoting  and  encouraging 
Ciaufe  for  fe-  f°  g°°d  and  charitable  a  defign,  be  it  further  enacted  by  the 
curing  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  from  and  after  the  fifth  day  of  June 
payment  of  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  twenty  eight  it  (hall  and  may 
uibuted °to-  **  ,awful  t0  and  for  the  managers  or  dire&orsof  the  faid  general 
charitable  fund  or  ftock  for  the  time  being,  and  their  fucceflbrs

venants  to  contribute  to  the  fa  id  general  fund  or  ftock,  a  bond  fire  at  EdjL 
or  bonds,  carrying  intereft  payable  to  fuch  perfon  as  is  or  fhall  burgh- 
be  appointed  cafhier  to  the  laid  contributors  for  the  time  being, 
and  his  fucceffors  in  the  faid  office,  for  fuch  fum  or  fums  of 
money  as  hath,  have  or  (hall  be  contributed  by  fuch  perfon  or 
perfons  as  hath,  have  or  (hall  fign  fuch  articles  or  covenants  for 
the  faid  general  charitable  fund  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid  ;  and 
the  faid  cafhier  for  the  time  being,  and  his  fucceflbrs  in  office 
fhall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  with  all  convenient  fpeed  to 
carry,  deliver  or  tender,  or  caufe  to  be  carried,  tendred  or  de- 
livered fuch  bond  and  bonds  fo  given  as  aforefaid,  to  the  office 
kept  by  the  clerk,  or  keeper  of  the  regifter  for  feizins  withirj 
and  for  the  (aid  city  of  Edinburgh;  and  the  faid  clerk  and  keeper 
of  the  faid  regifter  is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  regiftejr 
fuch  bond  and  bonds,  and  to  deliver  back  the  fame  duly  re- 
giftred within  twenty  four  hours  after  fuch  bond  or  bonds  i$ 
and  are  offered  at  fuch  regifter-office,  with  a  certificate  upor* 
the  back  of  each  bond  fo  tendred  or  delivered,  duly  figned  by 
the  clerk  or  keeper  of  fuch  regifter,  mentioning  the  clay  and  time 
of  the  day  fuch  bond  (hall  be  regiftred,  and  alfo  the  book  and 
page  or  pages  of  fuch  book  wherein  fuch  bond  or  bonds  is  or 
are  regiftred  or  recorded ;  and  fuch  clerk  or  keeper  (hall  and 
may  demand  for  regiftring  of  each  bond,  and  writing  and  fign- 
ing  the  certificate  thereof^  the  fum  of  one  (hilling  fterling,  and 
no  more ;  and  that  fuch  fum  and  fums  of  money  due  or  to  grow 
due  upon  fuch  bond  or  bonds  (hall,  from  and  after  the  day  and 
time  the  fame  (hall  be  fo  regiftred  and  certified,  be  and  the  fame 
is  and  are  hereby  declared  and  ena<5ted  to  be  a  real  charge  and 
incumbrance  upon  fuch  houfe,  tenement,  houfes  or  tenements, 
building  or  buildings,  for  or  in  confideration  whereof  fuch  bond 
or  bonds  was  or  were  given  or  entred  into ;  and  that  in  all  cafes 
where  there  (hall  happen  to  be  any  difpute  between  creditors  or 
other  claimants,  fuch  bond  and  bonds  (hall  be  clafled,  ranked 
and  preferred  according  to  the  day  and  time  of  the  day  the  fame 
was  or  were  regiftred  and  (hall  be,  and  the  fame  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  of  the  fame  validity,  force  and  effe<ft,  as  if  formal 
infeoffments  had  been  taken  on  fuch  bond  and  bonds  of  the 
date  of  which  the  fame  (hall  refpe&ively  be  regiftred  ;  any  law, 
ftatute,  cuftom  or  ufage  to  the  contrary  thereof  notwithftanding. 

CAP.  XXIII. 

An  aft  for  indemnifying  perfons  who  have  omitted  to  qualify 
tbemfelves  far  offices  and  implements  within  the  time  limit- 
ed by  law,  and  for  allowing  further  time  for  that  purpofe  5 
and  for  repealing  fo  much  of  two  a  Els  of  parliament  there- 
in  mentioned  as  requires  perfons  to  qualify  tbemfelves  to 
continue  in  offices  or  imployments  for  tbefpace  of  fix  months, 
after  the  demife  of  his  Majejly>  bis  heirs  or  fucceffors. 

Peribnt 
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perfons  *bo  have  omitted  to  qualify  therafelvct,  taking  the  oaths,  &c.  be- 
fore 28  Nov.  171$,  indemnified.  Perfons  who  have  qualified  themfelve* 
flnce  1 1  June  17x7,  alfo  indemnified.  Not  to  extend  to  offices  actually  a* 
voided  or  filled  up.  Officers  in  Scotland  taking  the  oaths  at  Weftminiier, 
to  tranfmit  within  three  months  a  certificate  thereof  to  Scotland,  Juftices 
at  the  late  King's  deraife,  and  commiflioued  face  1 1  June  17x7,  to  qualify 
themfelyes  before  28  Nov.  1728.  Juftices  at  the  late  King's  demife,  ancl 
commiflioned  by  his  prefent  Majefty  before  13  Feb.  1717,  and  fince  11 
June  1727,  having  qualified  themielvei,  not  obliged  to  qualify  again*

$#  '     the  better  fecurity  of  her  Majefty's  perfon  and  government,  and 

of  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  England  in  the  proteftant  line, 
and  alfo  by  another  aft  made  in  the  ftxth  year  of  her  faid  late  Majefty  $ 
reign,  intituled,  An  a£t  for  the  lecurity  ot  her  Majefty's  perfon 
and  government,  and  of  the  fucceflion  to  the  crown  of  Great 
Britain,  in  the  proteftant  line,  all  officers  thereby  continued  for  the 
fpace  of  fix  months  after  the  demife  ofherfaid  late  Majefly,  her  heirs 
or  fucccjfors,  unlefs  focner  removed  or  dif charged  by  the  next  infuc- 
ceffion,  are  obliged  to  take  the  oaths  therein  mentioned,  and  to  do  all 
ether  afts  requifite  by  the  laws  andftatutes  of  this  realm,  to  qualify 
themj elves  to  be  and  continue  infuch  their  rejpeftive  piues,  offices  and 
imphyments,  within  fuch  time  and  in  fuch  manner,  and  under  fuch 
pains,  penalties  and  dif  abilities,  as  they  Jbould  or  ought  to  do,  baa  they 
been  newly  elefted,  appointed,  conjlituted  and  put  .into  fuch  offices, 
places  or  imphyments  in  the  ufual and  ordinary  way:  aha  whereas  fi 
much  of  tbefaid  afts  as  relates  to  the  taking  the  oath  of  office,  was  re- 
pealed by  an  aft  of  the  lajl  feffion  of  parliament,  intituled,  An  ad  for 
t  Ge*\  1.  flat,  making  further  provifions  to  enable  performs  poflefled  of  offices 
a.  c  5I  at  the  demife  of  his  late  Majefty  to  qualify  themfelves  for  the 

enjoyment  of  fuch  offices,  and  tor  altering  and  explaining  the 
alts  of  parliament  therein  mentioned,  in  relation  to  qualifying 
perfons  for  continuing  in  offices,  and  to  the  continuance  ot  the 
fheriffs  of  the  county  of  Cornwall  and  county  Palatine  of  Chcfler, 
and  feveral  other  offices  therein  mentioned,  after  the  demife  of 
his  late  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  5  and  for  continuing 
fuch  laws  as  would  expire  at  the  end  of  this  feffion  of  parlia- 
ment :  and  whereas  the  obligation  to  take  the  ether  oaths,  and  to  do 
the  afts  by  the  faidflatutcs  required,  to  qualify  perfons  to  continue  in 
their  refpeftive  offices  as  af or ef aid,  hath  occafoned  many  inconveniencies ; 
be  it  therefore  enafted  by  the  authority  aforcfaid,  That  fo  much 
of  the  faid  acts  as  requires  any  perfon  or  perfons  to  take  the  faid 
oaths  therein  mentioned,  or  to  do  any  other  aft  requifite  by  the 
laws  and  ftatutes  of  this  realm,  to  qualify  himfelf  or  them/elves 
as  aforeCiud,  in  rcfpecl  of  his  or  their  being  continued  in  any  ot 
fice,  place  or  employment  for  the  fpace  ot  fix  months  as  afore- 
faid,  (hall  be  and  is  hereby  abfolutely  repealed.
